| heifer that freshened few weeks ago 
,is now producing sixty to seventy 
pounds of milk per day, which is a 
| substantial increase over the produc- 
tion of her dam and grand-dams. 
At present the College herd consists 
of thirteen cows and heifers that are 
milking, seven younger heifers, one 
three-year-old bull, and ten calves, 
| from one to three years old. 
Korndyke Echo Posch L.E.S. 59659, | 
from whom some excellent calves 
| were obtained, was sold on December 


sby Aaltje 62572, whose dam has a 
record of twenty-seven pounds of but- 
ter in seven days, and whose sire is 
from a dam with a thirty-two pound 
record. 

Besides the senior herd sire, six 
yearling bulls have also been sold dur- 
ing the past year and shipped to dif- 
ferent parts of Alberta and Saskatch- 
ewan to become future herd sires. 

The present herd sire, which was 
purchased from Hays and Co., Ltd., 
of Carstairs, Alberta, besides having 
good production records behind him, 
is a pretty good individual himself. 
During the past summer he was 
| shown in the two-year-old class and 
won first at Calgary, Edmonton, Red 
| Deer, Vegervile, Vermillion, Lloydmin- 
‘ster, North Battleford, Prince Albert, 
and Lethbridge. At Camrose it took 

second, but beat the Camrose first 
prize bull at every other place he was 
shown against him. 

Mr. Foote believes that content- 
ment, comfort, and cleanliness, along 
with good breeding and feeding are 
among the essentials necessary to ob- 
tain the best results from dairy herd.

When asked what he was feeding 
he said the feed for the present con- 
sisted of western rye grass hay, green | 
oat sheaves, wheat straw, with a/| 
small percentage of sweet clover in it, 
and ensilage composed of green oat | 
sheaves and sunflowers. This is fed 
to the limit of appetite or all they can 
clean up, which is about one pound 
daily for each 100 pounds live weight 
for the dry fodder, and three pounds 
daily for each 100 pounds live weight 
for the ensilage. For the concentrate 
part of the ration he is feeding a mix- 
ture of 300 pounds linseed meal, 100 
pounds ground barley, 200 pounds cf 
bran, 200 linseed meal, 10 pounds of | 
salt, and 8 pounds of bone meal. This 
is fed three times a day with the en- | 
silage at the rate of one pound of
